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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Brown discussed amendments to claims 2, 7, and 10 that would 
further limit the size multiple of the roofing tiles to be an integer greater than or equal to two as this limitation appears to 
overcome the cited prior art. Mr. Brown also presented the position in regards to claim 17 that the roofing tiles of 
Bressler do not appear to be engaged with the solar tiles as required by the claim. Mr. Brown further presented the 
position in regards to claim 19 that the retaining clip of Mimura overlaps the entire overhang area rather than a portion 
of the overhang as required within the claim. Mr. Brown also informed the examiner that new claims will be presented 
concerning the gap between the tiles and the retaining clip. The examiner will consider these arguments and review 
the pertinent art upon receipt of the amended claims.
